Confusion over student government at Me- 
Gill is not an unusual thing. In fact, it appears 
to be a chronic situation produced by what ap- 
pear to be inconsistencies in the voting system 
of the Students’ Society, which never fail to 
baffle a fair proportion of the student body. 

As of this January Ist, there will be 15 mem- 
bers of the S.E.C., 11 of whom are to be elected 
on December 8th. These 11 are representatives 
of the faculties, with an additional representa- 
tive from the Women's Union (nobody seeins to 
know why). The other four members are elected 
n the Spring; the President of the Students’ 
Society, the Presidents respectively of the Men’s 
ant Women's Unions, and the Editor of The 
Daily. The faculty representatives hold office 
the others 
though the academic vear, thus providing con- 
tinuity at all times. Their qualities of leader- 
ship will determine to what extent the S.E.C. 
takes unto itself its constitutional position of 
authority and leadership in student affairs. 

It is an elementary and traditional function 
of the Universities to train men and women to 
govern.

INTRODUCTION 
Many methods may be found in 
chemical books for making com- 
pounds such as tetraethyl, ethyl 


|sulphate, ethyl acetate. There is 


one chemical that is quite common, 
but nevertheless, methods of pre- 
paration have not been widely 
written, and inexperienced oper- 
ators have difficulty in making it. 
We are referring to ways of making 
ethyl palpitate. One process in par- 
ticular is effective, and a descrip- 
tion thereof will be given but the 
operator should first observe the 
preliminaries set forth below.
